If there ia anything logical shout a world that lays 
out its money that way. the logic is not visile to 
the naked eye. 

* A* 00 * 1 deal has been said lately about the 

death of the League. Certainly the League has 
proved unable to check the Japwese in Manchukuo. 
the Italians in Ethiopia, or the Germans in the Rhine- 
land. But each failure merely emphasizes the world's 
dire need of a League which would bo truly effective.

May 97.—A plea for a 
three-phaae study of statistics In 
Canadian unlvevaltlaa was contained 
last night in the presidential address 
delivered by Dr. R. H. Costa. Dominion 
statistician, before a Joint meeting 
of the Canadian Political Science 
Association the Canadian His¬ 

torical Association. Dr. Coats is re¬ 
tiring president of the political sci¬ 
ence body. 

Dr. Coat# said he believed there 
should be in every Canadian uni¬ 
versity three things — a thorough 
training In statistics technique, than 
which none "has mads more porten- 
tioua stride s or fashioned a keener 
weapon for new truth**; a working 
acquaintance with the content of 
official Canadian statistics; “pass** 
course for the general student, the 
“user-to-be" of statistics. Of tha 
last ht said: “I do not think any¬ 
one. win paaa as educated in the 
world of tomorrow who has not 
rudimentary knowledge of the lava 
of mass Phenomena " 

Dr. Costa dealt with statistics af¬ 
fecting population, a phase, he said, 
of “tremendous Interest to Canada.**

Survey Urged 


Ontario Doctors Want Royal 
Commission Before In¬ 
surance Plans Start 


London. Out.. May 97.—The On¬ 
tario Medical AsaoclaUon went on 
record yesterday aa favoring appoint¬ 
ment of a royal commission to In¬ 
vestigate all m e d i c a l services in 
Canada. The recommendation will 
be forwarded to the Dominion Oov- , 
eminent. 

The doctors believed such a survey i 
would provide adequate statistical In¬ 
formation as to costs snd all aspects 
of medical services. This information 
could be used in tbs establishment of 
either a voluntary or compulsory I 
stats health Insurance. 

The recommendation for such a 
commission was first passed by a I 
conference of ministers of £salth for j 
Canada st Ottawa a little mors than I 
a year ago. The present government 
will be asked to taka action or the 
matter. 

B.C. SCHEME WATCH0O 

At present there Is a state health 
scheme established in British Co¬ 
lumbia which, it was started. Is not 


satisfactory to the doctors. The mem¬ 
bers of the Ontario Medical Council 
believe a Dominion survey of medical 
services should be completed before 
any other provinces adopted any 
j state health insurance scheme. 

| It is claimed the proposed com¬ 
mission could ascertain the exact cost 
of Ulneaa per capita annually In any 
given community or municipality, 
prom this Information the coat of 
j health insurance either on a volun- 
I tary or compulsory basis could be 
easily derived. 

DEI OR CAUSE DISEASE 

Many oommon drugs, formerly con¬ 
sidered harmless, are now known to 
be the agents that cause a variety 
of disease. Dr Oeorge 8. Williamson 
of Ottawa told the meeting yesterday. 

Thaae drugs, he said, manifest 
themselves on the skin in forms 
known as “drug eruptions." or by 
abnormal rea c ti on s of the internal 
organs.
